2008 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Town of Orange’s Municipal Airport enjoyed another safe and successful year in 
2008. The Airport safely facilitated the arrival and departure of nearly 17,000 aircraft, all 
without incident. A strong shift from recreational use toward corporate use continues to 
be the trend at the airport again this year. 


The airport completed the first phase of an Avigation Easement Project designed to 
identify obstructions to the airport’s approaches and to acquire the air rights to clear the 
approaches. When the airport was built in 1942 there were no obstructions penetrating the 
approaches. Over the years trees have grown up into the airport approaches creating a 
safety hazard. Easements were acquired on four separate parcels which will allow the 
airport to clear the approaches this summer under a separate grant. 


In 2008 the airport generated about $9,122.00 in tax revenue, $71,062.00 in rental fees, 
and $108,454.00 in aviation fuel sales for total annual revenue of $188,638.00. Airport 
direct operating costs were $133,727.00. 


In order to meet the town’s requested mid-year budget cuts the airport was forced to 
eliminate the position of our only full time employee for a period of eight months. 
Finally, in November, the airport was able to re-hire a full time employee again and begin 
the work of catching up with routine maintenance. In the face of the worst economic 
downturn since the great depression the airport continues to prosper and looks forward to 
serving the needs of our business community and residents just as we have for the last 67 
years!

2008 finds the Orange public cemeteries in good and improving condition. 


The Department is continuing its tree maintenance program and has removed 
several white pine trees from Central Cemetery this year. It is the intention of the 
department to replace these trees with a more manageable species as monies permit. 

The Department has also placed emphasis on building maintenance in 2008 and 
has replaced windows and overhead doors with more energy efficient options, updated 
the lighting in the garage portion of the maintenance building and secured funding for a 
newly constructed roof and entrance door for the building. Masonry repairs were also 
made to the north wall of the facility. 

The Cemetery staff performed (62) interments in 2008; (25) cremations and (37) 
traditional burials along with the usual mowing, trimming and general upkeep of the 28 
maintained acres of our seven cemeteries. 


For the calendar year 2008, $24,975.00 was collected in interment charges and 
$11,750.00 in lot sales. $150.00 was collected in filing fees. Operating expenditures 
totaled $138,201.08; including $3,560 from a capital improvement article for South 
Cemetery maintenance building repairs, $43.47 from the West Orange Cemetery Fence 
Fund, and $618.72 from a court ordered payment for headstone repair.

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2008 ANNUAL REPORT 
COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT OFFICE 


The Community Development Office continues to operate through funding from 
Community Development Block Grants issued through the Department of Housing and 
‘Community Development. The Town has again contracted with The Franklin County Regional 
Housing and Redevelopment Authority to write and administer CDBG grants for the Town, 
assisted by Wendy Johnson, Community Development Administrative Assistant. 


FY ’08 CDF I GRANT - $1,000,000 


On July 25, 2008, the Town received notification of the award of a CDF I grant in the 
amount of $1,000,000.00. This grant will provide for the badly needed upgrade to the 
infrastructure system on Summit Street. The project will include new water, sewer, and 
drainage, sidewalks and roadway improvements. The contract for design services was awarded 
to Weston and Sampson in October and the project will go out to bid for construction in 
February. The FY ’08 grant will also provide for 3 units of housing rehabilitation and a Slum 
and Blight Inventory of Downtown Orange which is being conducted by the Franklin Regional 
Council of Governments. The final component of this grant is funding a social service program 
through the Young Entrepreneur’s Society. The Tech Access program will provide employment 
training for disabled Orange residents. 


FY ’07 CDF I GRANT - $1,000,000 


In FY ’07, the High Street Neighborhood Stabilization Project was completed. A total of 
1,100 feet of water, sewer and drainage was replaced with final road paving completed in 
September. A total of 7 units of housing rehabilitation were completed with funding from this 
grant. Three social service programs were successfully completed using funding from the FY 
°07 grant: the Young Entrepreneur Society’s Job Ready Program, N.Q. Citizens Advocacy’s 
Mentally Disabled Individualized Support Program, and Franklin County Home Care’s Orange 
Elder Outreach Program. 


FY ’09 SDAT GRANT 


In the fall of 2008, the Town received notification from the American Institute of 
Architects, Washington, D.C. of the award of a Sustainable Design Assessment Team (SDAT) 
grant. Orange is the third municipality in the state of Massachusetts to go through this national 
program. The SDAT program focuses on the importance of developing sustainable communities 
through design by bringing together multidisciplinary teams of professionals to work with 
community decision-makers and stakeholders through an intensive planning process. It provides 
technical assistance and process expertise to help communities develop a vision and framework 
for a sustainable future in a manner that protects the environment. 

William Austin, president of the Western Massachusetts chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects, has committed his chapter to oversee the project. UMass (Amherst) associate 
professor of landscape architecture and regional planning Robert Ryan and his students will 
partner with Orange and the AJA team. Students from Greenfield Community College are 
expected to work on this project as well. 
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ORANGE CONSERVATION COMMISSION — 2008 


The Orange Conservation Commission has experienced a relatively slow year over the 
course of 2008 though a steady pace was maintained throughout the year. In addition to 
many filings, we have conducted unofficial pre-project reviews, helped handle beaver 
issues, had many conversations with people wanting to know how the Massachusetts 
Wetlands Protection Act applies to their properties and projects, and have provided support 
to applications for Town grants and Agricultural Preservation Restriction applications. 


In 2008, the Conservation Commission issued: 
> Five Orders of Conditions 

Eight Determinations of Applicability 

Two Emergency Certifications, 

Zero Enforcement Actions, and 
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Two Certificates of Compliance. 


As many people know, the original mission assigned to Conservation Commission when 
they were established in 1958 was the acquisition and management of open space within the 
Towns of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. In support of this component of the 
Conservation Commission’s mission, we interact with local land trusts and the Mass. 
Department of Conservation and Recreation to cooperate in identification of land for 
preservation as open space as well as to develop funding and support for its protection. We 
also manage parcels of conservation land donated or otherwise acquired by the Town for 
the benefit of our citizens and the natural environment we value and enjoy. 


This year, the Conservation Commission joined the MA Department of Conservation and 
Recreation in conducting the Heritage Lands Inventory Program. We supported the Mount 
Grace Land Conservation Trust in their acquisition of the Gale Farm, a critical piece of 
open space in the North Orange area. We worked with the Franklin Regional Council of 
Governments and the Orange Open Space Committee to finalize the current version of 
Orange’s Open Space Plan, which received approval from the state. And we worked with 
the University of Massachusetts Department of Landscape Architecture on the Orange 
Greenway Project. 


It is the administration of the Wetlands Protection Act for which the conservation 
Commission is best known — or most notorious, depending on the point of view. To better 
understand these complicated and ever-changing regulations, Commissioners attend courses 
and workshops throughout the year. 


It is our commitment to the Townspeople of Orange that we the members of the 
Conservation Commission, while administering the Wetlands Protection Act, will do our 
best to assist applicants through the review process in as informative and friendly a manner 
as we can. It is our belief that this approach not only best protects the benefits provided by 
our natural resources, but also makes compliance with a difficult and confusing set of 
regulations as pleasant and productive an experience as possible.

Annual Report of the Fire-Rescue-EMS Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Orange: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Fire-Rescue-EMS department for Calendar year 
2008. 


The number of requests for service this past year was 2035. This was a decrease from 
2007 but it is hopefully a sign that public fire education and inspections are doing their 
job. The requests for ambulance were down mostly due to a loss of transfers out of Athol 
Memorial Hospital due to Athol Fire Department increasing their staff. We experienced 
20 less Good Intent calls, 12 Hazardous Conditions and 112 fewer ambulance calls. 
Station 2 experienced a decrease of 107 calls. This was due mostly to 31 fewer 
ambulance calls, 25 Service calls, 20 Alarm Activations and 19 Special Service calls. 
This year’s response statistics can be found on the new website for the Town at 
www.townoforange.org. 


The department put into service the remainder of the new safety gear that was purchased 
through a lease/purchase program. All employees now have new protective gear issued 
to them and new breathing apparatus. The new breathing air compressor and fill station 
is currently being installed in the new annex behind the station and in a vehicle obtained 
through the Federal Surplus program. This will go into service in the Spring of 2009 and 
give us the capability of filling approximately 100 air bottles at the scene of an 
emergency. 


The department received multiple grants from both the State and Federal Government 
this year. Two grants from the Department of Homeland Security — Assistance to 
Firefighter Grant program were received. The first one was for $163,203.00. This grant 
allowed us to upgrade two and purchase a third Cardiac Monitor, purchase three 
automatic Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation Devices, Equip all department apparatus with 
mobile radios to operate on the new County 400 MHz radio system, outfit each apparatus 
with a portable radio on this new system for each seated position in the apparatus and 
purchase new wildfire protective clothing. The second grant was for $421,700.00 over 
four years to hire four additional firefighters. Advertisements for these positions went 
out late in the year and these positions will be filled in early 2009. The department 
received three grants from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts-Department of Fire 
Services. The first grant was for $45,000.00 to purchase a new Fire Safety Instructional 
Trailer to replace our current one. The second was for $5,296.0 to purchase a special 
device to monitor the level of Carbon Monoxide in a patient’s bloodstream and new 
Federally Mandated safety vests. The third grant was for $3,664.62 further our public 
fire safety education program. The department also received $100,000.00 endowment 
from the estate of George L. Bassett. This endowment fund will be expended on training 
and other items not normally provided by the Town. While we have been very successful 
in obtaining these grants it is only due to the poor financial condition of our community 
compared to others in the Commonwealth. 
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The department operates 14 vehicles to accomplish their assigned mission. In the past 
year we were only able to update the Administration Vehicle to a 2001 Ford Expedition 
and this was accomplished through the Federal Surplus Equipment program. This 
vehicle has been a great asset to the department especially in the winter months. The 
average of our ambulances is 8 years old. The average age of the firefighting apparatus is 
18.27 years old with the average age of the primary responding pumpers being 18.66 
years old. The department is in dire need of a replacement program for the primary 
responding apparatus. To see the department’s equipment you can visit either station or 
choose the link found on the new website. 


The department’s training program, through the leadership of Captain Philip Sheridan is 
again one of our strong points. This program continues to provide one of the necessary 
tools needed to accomplish our mission. The Training Division offered 227 Hours of 
Training with 64 of those approved by the Department of Public Health — Office of 
Emergency Medical Services for recertification of our Emergency Medical Technicians. 
Department members participated in 1960 hours of training in 2008. 


The department as always experienced some personnel changes in the past year. The 
most notable being the retirement of Deputy Chief Bruce Blackmer. Bruce served the 
Town of Orange for over 30 years on the Fire Department. When you meet him on the 
street please congratulate him on his dedication to the department and his retirement. 
District Deputy William Gale was promoted to fill this position. The-department has 
done away with a District Chief for each station. The second change was the resignation 
of Rebecca Fisher as a full time firefighter/EMT in May. This position was filled by the 
promotion of Tim Matthews from the call department to this position. 


The Town accepted the gift of the new Annex behind the station from the Pioneer Junior 
Women’s Club. This building houses the new Aerial Ladder truck, the brush trucks, the 
all terrain vehicle and the Rescue Truck. Thanks again to the Women’s Club and all the 
citizens and businesses that contributed to this building. 


The construction of the new Tully station is still on track for breaking ground in April of 
2009 with occupancy to take place in the Spring of 2010. 


I would like to thank all the employees of the department and their families for their 
continued support and dedication to the mission of this department. I would also like to 
thank the Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator Rick Kwiatkowski, the members of 
the Finance Committee and the citizens for their continued support of the department.

ANNUAL REPORT 
2008 


The Orange Board of Health respectfully submits the following report summarizing 
activity during the year beginning July 2007 through the end of June 2008. For further 
details, you may refer to the minutes of meetings held, and logs of activity, which are 
public records, at the Board of Health office in the lower level of the Armory Building at 
135 East Main Street, during usual business hours. 


The Board continues to be busy with the full spectrum of typical administrative and 
regulatory activities relating to the specific areas of responsibility of Boards of Health in 
Massachusetts. As is the case with most towns, we are also limited by budgetary and 
resource constraints, and must prioritize the focus of our efforts. Often the priority must 
be given to concerns that are time-line critical, or are mandated clerical or administrative 
requirements, rather than according to the benefit or long-term impact upon the overall, 
ongoing and future public health needs of our community. We regard this as a frustration, 
as there are many initiatives awaiting that would be of greater net benefit, if only we had 
the resources to implement them. 


Following is an abbreviated list of issues, which have been of most direct concern over 
this past year: 

-housing problems, whether landlord/tenant, or private homes, or housing parks 

-ongoing development and refinement of our ability to prepare for response to disaster; 
our agent has been particularly proactive in this area, and has been effective in elevating 
our capability, including departmental interactivity and cooperation 

-air-quality issues, including review of new regulations for wood-burning, and local 
business factory emissions 

-septic and well variances, complaints and repairs 

-impending heating season issues, due to the escalating fuel costs 

-sale of raw dairy products 

-tobacco sales and regulation 

-the variety of ongoing inspection and permitting of various types, such as food service 

-the further implementation of vaccination clinics, and government reimbursement 

-development of the Armory as an effective facility for use by the community, including 
the offices housed there, and as a center for emergency response

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Orange Libraries Annual Report 
by Richard M. Senier.

Despite the economic downturn or, perhaps, because of it, our two branch libraries have 
experienced a significant upturn in usage. The unusual combination of cold weather and 
snowstorms has also not dampened the eagerness of people of all ages to come to the 
libraries. 


Under the able administration of our librarian, Walt Owens, together with his talented 
staff, the trustees have managed to bring significant improvements across the board. We 
have bought several new computers for both branches, at no cost to the town because of a 
Gates Grant, which we must meet with new matching funds. We have also witnessed an 
increase in the number of contributions, along with the establishment of a trust. 


Current issues at Moore-Leland include repaving the parking, replacing windows, and a 
septic tank that is shared with the nearby school. Similar improvements have been made 
to Wheeler Library. A list of potential members for various Library Advocacy Groups 
has been created and the work of contacting these individuals is onoing. A committee is 
in place for consideration of library renovations that are being required by the state. A 
substantial gift has been sent to the Friends of the Library toward that end. 


WaltOwens is on the Bicentennial Committee. The trustees and library staff will be 
assisting in the sale of items connected with the Bicentennial. Walt is also Vice President 
of the Orange Business Association. 


In September, 2008, new officers were unanimously chosen: Richard M. Senier, Chair; 
Jean Thompson, Vice Chair; 


Lisa Vaughan, Secretary. New Officers of the Friends are: Natasha Widener & Maria 
Bull, co-presidents; Celia Hastings, secretary; Sharman Prouty retired as treasurer, 
succeeded by Lisa Bouchie. 


The Summer Reading Program grew by almost 18% in 2008. The Friends of the Library 
donated $2,250.00 for that program. Michael D. Pollard also donated a one time grant of 
$1,000.00 in memory of his parents. 

I wish to commend my fellow trustees for their continued hard work and devotion to the 


library. They are Kathy Reinig, Rice Flanders, Michaele Wright, Jean Thompson and 
Lisa Vaughan.

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ORANGE POLICE DEPARTMENT — 2008 ANNUAL REPORT 


On behalf of the Town’s police department, I hereby submit the annual report for 
the year 2008. 


The year 2008 continued to be a challenge for the police department. Due to hard 
economic times, certain types of crimes are on the rise. The Town of Orange has 
had a drastic rise in house and car breaks, and larcenies. Domestic violence is 
also on the rise as families find themselves under more stress. At the same time, 
the police department has had to cut overtime, training money and gasoline costs. 
We are short a patrolman as one of our officers has been out on medical leave 
since last April. Our night Sergeant/Detective has had to fill the patrolman’s 
position leaving us with less investigatory time. Our State Community Policing 
money has been cut already this fiscal year. All of the civilian aides were laid off 
three years ago, and have never been rehired. This leaves the department with no 
support staff evenings or weekends. All emergency calls continue to be answered 
by a state 911i-dispatch center located at the State Police barracks in Shelburne 
Falls. Officers must now return to the station to log calls for service, return 
general business phone calls, and monitor prisoners. All of these tasks, which 
were formerly performed by civilian aides, reduce time spent on patrol. Citizens 
need to be aware that the Police Department is currently under funded. We ask 
for resident’s help in solving crimes. Make yourself aware of what is “normal 
activity” in your neighborhood. Talk to your neighbors and watch out for each 
other’s property. Call the police department right away if anything seems out of 
the ordinary. I would like to thank the citizens of Orange for their cooperation. I 
would also like to thank the members of the police department for their 
professionalism in these uncertain times. 


CONTINUING PROGRAMS 


We are having to scale back our continuing programs but still have a School 
Resource Officer working in both school systems. The School Resource Officer 
also teaches the Drug Abuse Resistance Education (D.A.R.E.) program. 


The Orange Police Department’s TRIAD program partners with the Orange 
Council on Aging to offer programs at the Orange Senior Center. Monthly, 
Seniors and Law Enforcement Together (S.A.L.T.) Council meetings are held at 
the Senior Center in conjunction with Council on Aging meetings. 


The Citizen’s Police Auxiliary (CPA) is still active and continues to hold monthly 
meetings. The CPA assisted the police department with traffic for numerous 


events, i1.e., River Rat race, Engine Show, etc. 


This past year was the first full year of duty for our new canine. K-9 Matte was 
involved in many incidents in town and was re-certified in October by the North 


75 


American Police Work Dog Association. K-9 Matte assisted us in a serious 
vandalism case, a robbery and a three-day missing person incident just to 
highlight a few calls. He performed as expected. The K-9 team was also involved 
in public demonstrations, as they have been with all the other past canines.

The facility is open on Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday, 8 a.m. to 2:45 p.m., 
the scale closes at 2:30 p.m. Holiday closings are posted at the facility, on the 
answering machine, in local newspapers, and on AOTV. 


We renewed our contract with North Shore Recycled Fibers for our recycled 
paper, commingled, and glass at the same rate. 


This year we purchased our bags right here, in Orange, at Hi-De Liners. 
The bags are the same, except they are gathered at the bottom, so they 
fit nicely in your trash barrel. 


Please remember, there are state and town regulations stating you must recycle. 
The town has joined Mass Recycles Paper, and asks everyone to recycle all of 
their clean paper and cardboard. Speak to your local hauler or ask at the facility 
for details. It will earn the town money and save on the environment.

Serving this year was Robert Andrews, Chairman, Richard Sheridan, 
Vice-Chairman and Steven Adam, Clerk. 


The Board of Selectmen extends their appreciation to Rick Kwiatkowski, Town 
Administrator and Nancy Lyman, Administrator Coordinator who act as the Board of 
Selectmen’s liaison between many volunteers, boards, commissions, committees and the 
general public. Throughout the year they have kept the board informed of the many 
issues within the town. 


As the year unfolded the economy of the nation did and continues to have an effect on the 
town. This has and will require defensive measures to maintain services, safety and the 
educational needs for the residents of Orange.

The facility has been in operation for 31 years. Thanks to the efforts of our dedicated 
staff the facility continues to run very well. Effluent Toxicity testing, Sludge Analysis 
and other regulatory test results are excellent. 


During the last year sewer improvements have been done on High Street and a section of 
18” main trunk line, in the Foundry area, was replaced. The “Foundry Sewer” conveys 
approximately 99% of the sewage collected from the South side of the Millers River to 
the Treatment Facility. Also, 800 feet of sewer line was replaced on East River Street by 
the developer to facilitate the flows that will be generated from a 52 home subdivision on 
East River Street. 


These improvements help in reducing clean water entering into the sewer system that 
goes to the Treatment Facility for treatment. I would like to encourage sewer users to 
help in reducing clean water flows, into the sewer system, by redirecting sump pumps, 
roof leaders, floor drains, yard drains etc. out of the sewer system. This extra water 
contributes to an increase in operating costs of the treatment facility and the sewer 
collection system maintenance. 


We encourage residents to make an appointment for a guided tour of the Wastewater 
Treatment Facility and become familiar with our operation that helps to protect the 
Millers River for future generations.

The actuarial schedule must be 
designed to reduce to zero any unfunded liability attributable to premium payments 
for or direct payments to be made to retired employees of the town and to any 
eligible surviving spouse of or the dependents of deceased employees of the town. 
The Treasurer may employ any qualified bank, trust company, corporation, firm or 
person to provide advice on the investment of amounts held in the Post Retirement 
Insurance Liability Fund and to prepare any required actuarial study and may pay for 
any such advice or service from amounts held in the fund.

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with The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, which may contain restrictions and 
covenants, as may be necessary on behalf of the Town to effect said acquisition, or 
take any other action relative thereto or thereon.

ARTICLE 41: BUFFER ZONE BYLAW (PETITION) 

To see if the Town will Vote to accept a Buffer Zoning Bylaw and further that no 
substantive changes to the numbering of the bylaw be permitted in order that it be in 
compliance with the numbering format of the Code of Orange as described below; 


Introduction 

The purpose of this Bylaw is to minimize any impact proposed work might have on a 
resource area and to preserve and exercise jurisdiction over protected resource areas 
and adjoining land areas in the Town of Orange, Massachusetts. Wetlands contribute 
to a number of public interests and are therefore protected by this Bylaw. The Bylaw 
includes and identifies additional interests not recognized by the Massachusetts 
Wetland Protection Act. These interests include but are not limited to; erosions and 
sedimentation control, groundwater levels, groundwater runoff, flooding, avoidance 
of water and soil pollution, protection of rare species, agriculture, aquaculture, and 
recreational values. Any permit issued under this Bylaw must therefore not 
adversely affect any of these additional public interests. 


Purpose 


The alteration of land immediately adjacent to a wetland invariably results in the 
alteration of the wetland itself. Wetland alterations observed during construction 
have been siltation, over-grading, and the deposit of construction debris. Alterations 
observed after construction include unregulated filling, and disposing of yard 

waste. Such alterations have in most instances resulted in increased run-off, siltation, 
and nutrient loading. Since the Town of Orange Massachusetts cannot allow 
unregulated alterations of the wetlands, strict buffer zone restrictions are necessary 
for all projects. In projects abutting the area of critical environmental concern the 
Town of Orange, Massachusetts may impose more severe restrictions than outlined 
here. 


This Bylaw is intended to use the authority of the Town under the Home Rule 
Amendment of the Massachusetts Constitution and the Home Rule Statutes to protect 
additional resource areas, independent of, and to provide more stringent protection 
by the Town of Orange than that provided by M.G.L. Chapter 131, Section 40 (the 
Wetlands Protection Act, and the regulations issued there under, 310 CMR 10.00 
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(the Wetlands Protection Regulations). This section shall extend protection to vernal 
pools, isolated vegetated wetlands in excess of % acre, intermittent streams, and land 
subject to flooding. Under these Regulations Buffer Zones adjacent to protected 
wetland resources have additional protection not afforded under the Wetlands 
Protection Act. 


Definitions 


1. 


The Undisturbed Buffer Area (UBA) is defined as an area extending 25 feet from 
the Resource Area, with the exception of a vernal pool. The UBA line shal! be 
established by calculating the UBA every 25 feet along the resource area at right 
angles to the resource area delineation line. Additionally the UBA shall be 
delineated using any points, which protrude, into the project site. The Orange 
Conservation Commission reserves the right to revise the UBA delineation 
should the Commission feel that utilizing different points for calculation would 
result in a more restrictive UBA. The UBA extends for the entire buffer of a 
vernal pool. 

No Build Area (NBA) is an area defined as between 25 and 75 feet from the edge 
of a resource area. 

A Tree Filter Zone is defined as the area between 25 and 100 feet measured 
horizontally from the edge of the resource area. Tree cover is measured for the 
purpose of this section as the basal area of trees with a 6” diameter at 3 feet 
above ground level. 

The Buffer Zone for a Vernal Pool or for a Pond Under 10,000 Square Feet of 
surface area shall extend 125 feet horizontally outward from the mean annual 
high water line defining the depression, or one-half of the distance between the 
mean annual high water line and any existing (house) foundation, whichever is 
smaller. In either case the Buffer Zone for vernal pools shall not extend over 
existing lawn, gardens, landscaped areas, or developed areas. 

The Buffer Zone for Isolated Land Subject to Flooding shall extend 25 feet 
horizontally outward from the boundary of the resource area. 

The Buffer Zone for All Other Resource Areas shall extend 100 feet horizontally 
from the boundary of the resource area. 

Vernal Pools all seasonal ponds shall be considered vernal pools unless shown 
not to be according to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Division of Fisheries 
and Wildlife. 

Endangered Species shall include both plant and animal species both listed and 
non-listed. 


Performance Standards 


Ly 


No work shall be conducted with the Undisturbed Buffer Area (UBA) with the 
exception of removal of debris, or maintenance / restoration work as instructed or 
approved by the Conservation Commission or its Agent. Such exceptions may 
be granted for planting and landscaping within this area. In the UBA no trees 
over six (6) inches in caliper at a height of three (3) feet above the existing 
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ground shall be cut except for those associated with a storm-water management 
system or drainage basin located outside of the UBA. 

In a No Build Area (NBA) no construction or removal of vegetation is allowed. 
Building construction prohibited in this area includes, but is not limited to, 
porches, decks, and sheds. . 

In the tree filter zone no more than 50% of the tree cover can be removed. Tree 
cover is measured for the purpose of this section as the basal area of trees with a 
six (6) inch diameter at three (3) feet above ground level. 

All underground recharge systems shall be tested by artificially discharging the 
amount of water that would be generated by the first inch of rainfall in the 100- 
year storm. The recharge systems would need to be qualified prior to the 
issuance of a Certificate of Compliance, and then re-tested every five (5) years. 
Re-testing will insure the systems have not deteriorated. This shall be required 
as an ongoing condition. 


. All existing underground recharge systems shall be tested as outlined above. The 


testing of all existing systems shall be qualified within the first 2 years (24 
calendar months) after adoption, and re-tested every five (5) years. 


Enforcement 

Failure to follow this Bylaw may subject the violator to fines and / or restoration of 
disturbed area under Massachusetts General Law, Federal Law, and the Town of 
Orange and/or Orange Conservation Commission guidelines, policies, and Town of 
Orange Bylaws. 


Plan Specifications 
This section defines the specification requirements for the plans submitted with a 
Notice of Intent. 


1. 


Scale of Main Plan. The main plan must be suitable for detailed study and 
measurement of the proposed work, not more than forty (40) feet to the inch. 
Existing and proposed contours at an interval of not more than two (2) feet 
should be shown. Each plan shall show both a numerical indications of the scale 
as well as a graphical scale. 


. Supplementary Plans. More than a single plan may be necessary to clearly and 


legibly represent the relevant information. Supplementary maps particularly 
likely to be needed are total watershed including the site and off site areas 
draining into or over any part of the site, sub-watersheds, soil and cover. Where 
the information on such supplementary plans can be presented legibly on a 
reduced size plan, a scale of more than forty (40) feet per inch may be submitted. 
Specific Data Required on Plans. The following are minimum data requirements 
for all filings and drawings. Drawings failing to provide all applicable data from 
this list may cause the filing to be considered incomplete. The Commission may 
return incomplete filings and the twenty-one (21) day period for scheduling of 
the public hearing will be considered not to have started. The Commission may 
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impose additional site-specific data requirements if it finds they are needed to 
evaluate the impact of the proposed project on the interests mentioned in the 
Bylaw. These requirements are in addition to those requested in the guidelines 
issued from time to time by the Department of Environmental Protection, 
Wetland Division. 


1. Title Block. The title block must be located at the lower right hand corner of 
the drawing. It must identify the project name, owners/agents name and 
address, map and lot number, sheet number and total number of sheets, scale 
and date of submission of the plan. 

2. Revision Block. All drawings shall have a revision block located above the 
title block, with provisions for dates and explanations for all changes. 
Revision information shall be kept current and complete. 

3. North Point. All drawings shall have an indication of true north on each 
page. 

4. Scale Statement. The scale shall be shown both by a statement of scale and a 
graphical scale. If insets have a different scale than the main plan, this must 
be clearly indicated. If vertical and horizontal scales differ, this must be 
clearly indicated. 

5. Identifying Information. The stamp and signature of a registered professional 
engineer responsible for the plan is required. When property line locations 
are material to the Commission’s Deliberations, they must be attested to by a 
registered land surveyor. When wetland lines are shown, the name of the 
person making the delineation shall be included on the plan. 

6. Notes and Legend. Notes shail be included giving the source of all 
information on the plan, including the names of any professional contributing 
data to the plan (e.g. wetlands botanist). The vertical datum and benchmarks 
used shall be clearly stated. 

7. Legend. A legend shall show the meaning of all line types, and symbols used 
on the plan. 

8. The Commission requires two (2) complete sets of plans, one of which is to 
be kept on file at the Orange Town Hall. 


Endangered Species 

The developer is required to make a full and complete survey of the proposed site for 
endangered plant and animal species. All endangered species are to be considered 
whether or not they are listed on the state list. 


Effective Dates 

All land lots existing or brought into existence on or after the date and time of 
adoption of this Article shall be subject to the buffer requirements of these 
regulations. Lots subject to any determination by the Orange Planning Board, 
including but not limited to zoning changes, or new subdivisions after adoption shall 
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be subject to these regulations. In addition all projects requiring / obtaining zoning 
variances after adoption are subject to these regulations. 


Severability 

The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-Law shall not invalidate any 
other section or provision hereof. Nothing in the By-Law shall preclude the Board of 
Selectmen, or any other Town Commission, Committee, or Board from establishing 
conditions that are more stringent than this Article, or take any other action relative 
thereto or thereon.

ARTICLE 42: OUTDOORS LIGHTING BYLAW (PETITION) 

To see if the Town will Vote to accept an Outdoor Lighting Bylaw and further that 
no substantive changes to the numbering of the bylaw be permitted in order that it be 
in compliance with the numbering format of the Code of Orange as described below; 


Sec. 1 OBJECTIVES 

The regulation of outdoor lighting is intended to: enhance public safety and welfare 
by providing for adequate and appropriate outdoor lighting, provide for lighting that 
will complement the character of the town, reduce glare, minimize light trespass, and 
reduce the cost and waste of unnecessary energy consumption. 


Sec. 2 APPLICABILITY, TERMINOLOGY 

The requirements of this section shall apply to outdoor lighting on lots and parcels in 
all districts but shall not apply to: one and two family dwellings on lots on which 
they are the principal use, or street lighting, lights that control traffic or other lighting 
for public safety on streets and ways. When an existing outdoor lighting installation 
is being modified, extended, expanded, or added to, the entire outdoor lighting 
installation on the lot shall be subject to the requirements of this section. 


Sec. 2.2 TERMINOLOGY | 
The following words, which are technical terms applying to lighting, which are set 
forth below, shall have the meaning indicated below. 


COLOR RENDERING INDEX (CRI): A measurement of the amount of color shift 
that objects undergo when lighted by a light source as compared with the color of 
those same objects when seen under a reference light source of comparable color 
temperature. CRI values generally range from 0 to 100, where 100 represents 
incandescent light. 
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CUTOFF ANGLE: The angle formed by a line drawn from the direction of the direct 
light rays at the light source with respect to the vertical, beyond which no direct light 
is emitted. 


DIRECT LIGHT: Light emitted from the lamp, off the reflector or reflector diffuser, 
or through the refractor or diffuser lens, of a luminaire. 


FIXTURE: The assembly that houses a lamp or lamps, and which may include a 
housing, a mounting bracket or pole socket, a lamp holder, a ballast, a reflector or 
mirror, and/or a refractor, lens, or diffuser lens. 


FULLY-SHIELDED LUMINAIRE: A lamp and fixture assembly designed with a 
cutoff angle of 90°, so that no direct light is emitted above a horizontal plane. 


GLARE: Light emitted from a luminaire with an intensity great enough to produce 
annoyance, discomfort, or a reduction in a viewer's ability to see. 


HEIGHT OF LUMINAIRE: The vertical distance from the finished grade of the 
ground directly below to the lowest direct light emitting part of the luminaire. 


INDIRECT LIGHT: Direct light that has been reflected off other surfaces not part of 
the luminaire. 


LAMP: The component of a luminaire that produces the actual light. 


LIGHT TRESPASS: The shining of direct light produced by a luminaire beyond the 
boundaries of the lot or parcel on which it is located. 


LUMEN: A measure of light energy generated by a light source. One foot candle is 
one lumen per square foot. For purposes of this By-Law, the lumen output shall be 
the initial lumen output of a lamp, as rated by the manufacturer. 


LUMINAIRE: A complete lighting system, including a lamp or lamps and a fixture. 
Sec. 3 LIGHTING PLAN 


Wherever outside lighting is proposed, every application for a building permit, a 
special permit, a special permit with site plan review, a variance, or an electrical 
permit, shall be accompanied by a lighting plan which shall show: the location and 
type of any outdoor lighting luminaires, including the height of the luminaire; the 
luminaire manufacturer's specification data, including lumen output and photometric 
data showing cutoff angles; the type of lamp such as: metal halide, compact 
fluorescent, high pressure sodium; a photometric plan showing the intensity of 
illumination at ground level, expressed in foot candles; and that light trespass onto 
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any street or abutting lot will not occur. This may be demonstrated by manufacturer's 
data, cross section drawings, or other means. 


Sec. 4 CONTROL OF GLARE AND LIGHT TRESPASS 


4.1 Any luminaire with a lamp or lamps rated at a total of more than 2,000 lumens 
shall be of fully shielded design and shall not emit any direct light above a horizontal 
plane passing through the lowest part of the light emitting luminaire. 


4.2 All luminaires, regardless of lumen rating, shall be equipped with whatever 
additional shielding, lenses, or cutoff devices are required to eliminate light trespass 
onto any street or abutting lot or parcel and to eliminate glare perceptible to persons 
on any street or abutting lot or parcel. 


4.3 Paragraph 4.1, above, shall not apply to any luminaire intended solely to 
illuminate any freestanding sign or the walls of any building but such luminaire shall 
be shielded so that its direct light is confined to the surface of such sign or building. 


Sec. 5 LAMPS 


5.1 Lamp types shall be selected for optimum color rendering as measured by their 
color rendering index (CRI), as listed by the lamp manufacturer. Lamps with a color 
rendering index lower than 50 are not permitted. This paragraph shall not apply to 
temporary decorative lighting, which may include colored lamps, such as holiday 


lighting. 
Sec. 6 HOURS OF OPERATION 


6.1 Outdoor lighting shall not be illuminated between 11:00 p.m. and 6:00 a.m. with 
the following exceptions: 

if the use is being operated, such as a business open to customers, or where 
employees are working or where an institution or place of public assembly is 
conducting an activity, normal illumination shall be allowed during the activity and 
for not more than one half hour after the activity ceases; low level lighting sufficient 
for the security of persons or property on the lot may be in operation between 11:00 
p.m. and 6:00 am, provided the average illumination on the ground or on any vertical 
surface is not greater than 0.5 foot candles. 


Sec. 7 SPECIAL PERMITS 
The Special Permit granting authority of the Town of Orange Massachusetts may 
grant a special permit modifying the requirements of this Section, provided it 


determines that such modification is consistent with the objectives set forth in Sec. 1, 
in the following cases: where an applicant can demonstrate, by means of a history of 
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vandalism or other objective means, that an extraordinary need for security exists. 
Where an applicant can show that conditions hazardous to the public, such as steep 
embankments or stairs, may exist in traveled ways or areas. Where a minor change is 
proposed to an existing non-conforming lighting installation, such that it would be 
unreasonable to require replacement of the entire installation. Where it can be 
demonstrated that for reasons of the geometry of a lot, building, or structure, 
complete shielding of direct light is technically infeasible. 


Sec. 8 Severability 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-Law shall not invalidate any 
other section or provision hereof. Nothing in this By-Law shall preclude the Board of 
Selectmen, and/or any other Commission, Committee, or Board from establishing 
conditions that are more stringent than this By-Law, or take any other action relative 
thereto or thereon.

ARTICLE 43: NOISE BYLAW (PETITION) 

To see if the Town will Vote to accept a Noise Bylaw and further that no substantive 
changes to the numbering of the bylaw be permitted in order that it be in compliance 
with the numbering format of the Code of Orange as described below; 


Sec. 1 Definitions. 


Except as may be specified herein, acoustical terminology used throughout this By- 
Law is that approved as American National Standard Acoustical Terminology [ANSI 
S1.1-1994] by the American National Standards Institute (ANSI). The following 
words, phrases and terms as used in this By-Law shall have the meanings as 
indicated below: 


(a) BACKGROUND SOUND LEVEL shall mean the sound level associated with a 
given environment, being a composite of sounds from all sources excluding the 
alleged offensive noise, at the location and approximate time at which a comparison 
with the alleged offensive noise is to be made. 


(b) CONSTRUCTION shall mean those activities requiring a building permit, and 
shall also include any site preparation, cemetery burial and caretaking operations, 
seismic surveys, grading, assembly, erection, substantial repair, alteration, or similar 
action, including demolition, for or of public or private rights-of-way, structures, 
utilities or similar property. 
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(c) The abbreviation dBA shall mean the A-weighted sound pressure level expressed 
in decibels and referenced to 20 micropascals. 


(d) EMERGENCY VEHICLE shal! mean any vehicle operated in an effort to 
protect, provide or restore public safety, including, but not limited to, ambulances, 
police vehicles and fire vehicles. 


(e) EMERGENCY WORK shall mean any work performed in an effort to protect, 
provide or restore public safety, or work by private or public utilities when restoring 
utility service. 


(f) ENFORCING PERSON shall mean any police officer of the Town or any other 
Town employee designated by the Selectmen for this purpose. For complaints under 
Section 4 an enforcing person shall also include any authorized employee of the 
Office of Community Development. 


(g) IMPACT DEVICE shall mean a construction device in which or by which a 
hammer, meaning a moving mass of hard solid material, is mechanically by means of 
a working fluid or compressed air caused to repetitively impact upon and transmit 
kinetic energy to a tool. The tool may be included as a part of the device, as in the 
case of a moil on a paving breaker or the drill steel of a jackhammer, or it may be a 
mass to which the impact device 1s temporarily connected as in the case of a pile and 
pile driver. Examples of impact devices are pile drivers, paving breakers, power 
impact hammers, impact wrenches, riveters and stud drivers. 


| (h) INTRUDING NOISE shall mean the total sound level created, caused, 
maintained by, or originating from an alleged offensive source at a specified location 
while the alleged offensive source is in operation. 


(i) Leg, equivalent sound level, is the level of a constant sound which, in a given 
situation and time period, would convey the same sound energy as does the actual 
time-varying sound during the same period, as measured with a sound level meter 
measuring Leg. 


(j) PERSON shall mean a person, firm, association, co-partnership, joint venture, 
corporation or any entity recognized by applicable law, public or private in nature. 


(k) RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY shall mean a parcel of real property which under 
the By-Law is in whole or in part in a Single Residence, General Residence or 
Apartment House or Senior Living or Residential. 


(1) SOUND LEVEL shall mean the instantaneous A-weighted sound pressure level, 


in decibels, as measured with a sound level meter set to the “A” weighting scale, 
slow response. 
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(m) SOUND LEVEL METER shall mean an instrument meeting American National 
Standard Institute's Standard $1.4-1983 for Type 1 or Type 2 sound level meters or 
an instrument and the associated recording and analyzing equipment which wiil 
provide equivalent data. 


Sec. 2 Designated Noise Zones. 


The properties hereinafter described are hereby assigned to the following noise 
zones: 


NOISE ZONE I: All residential properties and the grounds of any school, hospital or 
similar health care institution, house of worship or library while the same is in use, 
and any Cemetery or Open Space Subdistrict. 

NOISE ZONE II: All other properties. 

Sec. 3 Exterior Noise Standards. 

It shall be unlawful for any person at any location within the area of the Town of 
Orange Massachusetts to create any loud noise, or to allow the creation of any noise, 
on property owned, leased, occupied or otherwise controlled by such person, which 
causes the sound level when measured on any other property to exceed the greater 

of: 


(a) The maximum allowable exterior sound level outlined in Table I; or 


(b) Five dB over the background sound level. 


Table I. Maximum Allowable Exterior Sound Level

If the intruding noise source is continuous and cannot reasonably be discontinued or 
stopped for a time period whereby the background sound level can be determined, 
the measured sound level obtained while the source is in operation shall be compared 
directly to the maximum allowable exterior sound level outlined in Table I. 

Sec. 4 Construction Noise Standards.

(a) Noise associated with construction is permitted between 7:00 AM and 8:00 PM 
on weekdays and Saturdays provided the sound level from: 


(1) non-impact devices does not exceed 70 dBA as measured over a time interval of 10 
minutes with a sound level meter set to Leq located on any other property, but at least 50 
feet from the construction activity; 

(2(a) impact devices does not exceed 90 dBA as measured with a sound level meter 

set to slow response located on any other property, but at least 50 feet from the 
construction activity. 

(b) Between the hours of 8:00 PM and 7:00 AM on weekdays and Saturday, and at 

any time on Sunday or a legal holiday, noise associated with construction, shall be 
limited by the standards of Section 3. 


Sec. 5 Maintenance Noise Standards. 


(a) Noise associated with maintenance is permitted between 7:00 AM and 8:00 PM 
on weekdays and Saturdays and between the hours of 9:00 AM and 8:00 PM on 
Sunday, provided the sound level does not exceed 80 dBA as measured with a sound 
level meter set to slow response on any other property, but at least 50 feet from the 
maintenance activity; 


(b) If it is not possible to make an accurate sound level measurement at the specified 
distance of 50 feet, measurements made at an alternate distance can be used, if the 
level is re-calculated for an equivalent expected sound level at 50 feet. Calculations 
shall be made in accordance with established engineering practices for noise 
measurement and assessment, including those established or recommended by the 
USEPA. 


(c) Between the hours of 8:00 PM and 7:00 AM on weekdays and Saturday, and 
between the hours of 8:00 PM and 9:00 AM on Sunday or a legal holiday, noise 
associated with maintenance, shall be limited by the standards of Section 3. 

Sec. 6 Special Provisions. 


Noise associated with the following activities shall be exempted from the provisions 
of this By-Law: 


(a) Emergency work or emergency vehicles. 


(b) The operation of any vehicular alarm, provided it terminates within 15 minutes of 
the initially recorded complaint. 


(c) Activities, other than construction, conducted in public parks, public property and 
playgrounds, and on public or private school grounds so long as authorized by the 
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appropriate jurisdiction, including but not limited to school athletic and school 
entertainment events. 

(d) Occasional outdoor gatherings, public dances, shows, and sporting and 
entertainment events provided said events are conducted pursuant to a permit or 
license issued by the appropriate jurisdiction relative to the staging of said events. 


(e) Snow removal performed by snow blowers, snow throwers or snow plows when 
appropriately outfitted with a muffler. 


(f) Any activity to the extent regulation thereof has been preempted by State or 
Federal Law. 


Sec 7 Prima Facie Violation. 


Any measured noise exceeding the sound level standards as specified in Sections 3, 4 
and 5 shall be deemed to be prima facie evidence of a violation of the provisions of 
this By-Law. 

Sec. 8 Penalties for Violations. 


(a) Violations under this Bylaw, in the discretion of the enforcing person, may be 
enforced by non-criminal disposition as provided in Chapter 40, Section 21D of the 
General Laws (“Section 21D”). 


(b) The penalty for a violation under Section 3 or 5 shall be $25 for a first offense 
next after the first warning, $100 for a second offense, $200 for a third offense, and 
$300 per offense, without limit, for each succeeding offense. Each day or part 
thereof shall constitute a separate offense. 


(c) The penalty for a violation under Section 4 shall be $50 for a first offense next 
after the first warning, $100 for a second offense, $300 for a third offense, and each 
succeeding offense. Each day or part thereof shall constitute a separate offense. 
Additionally under Section 4, at the discretion of the enforcing person, all 
construction activities may be suspended following initial warning until the violation 
is cleared to the reasonable satisfaction of the enforcing person. 

(d) An enforcing person taking cognizance of a violation of this Article or any rule or 
regulation adopted hereunder shall give the offender a written notice to appear before 
the clerk of the district court having jurisdiction thereof for the non-criminal 
disposition thereof in accordance with the provision of Section 21D. The provisions 
of Section 21D are incorporated by this reference. 


Sec. 9 Manner of Enforcement. 


(a) Violations of this Article shall be prosecuted in the same manner as other 
violations of the Orange General By-Laws provided, however, that in the event of an 
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initial violation of the provision of this Article, a written notice shall be given the 
alleged violator, which specifies the time by which the condition shall be corrected. 
No complaint or further action shall be taken in the event the cause of the violation 
has been removed or fully-corrected within the time period specified in the written 
notice. 


(b) In the event the alleged violator cannot be located in order to serve the notice of 
intention to prosecute, the notice as required herein shall be deemed to be given upon 
mailing such notice by registered or certified mail to the alleged violator at his last 
known address or at the place where the violation occurred in which event the 
specified time period for abating the violation shall commence at the date of the day 
following the mailing of such notice. Subsequent violations of the same offense shall 
result in the immediate filing of a complaint. 


Sec 10 Severability 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-Law shall not invalidate any 
other section or provision hereof. Nothing in the By-Law shall preclude the Board of 
Selectmen, or any other Town Commission, Committee, or Board from establishing 
conditions that are more stringent than the existing By-Law.

Purpose 
The purpose of this bylaw is to protect, preserve and maintain 


the public health, safety and welfare whenever there is in force 
a State of Water Supply Conservation or State of Water Supply 
Emergency by providing for enforcement of any duly imposed 
restrictions, requirements, provisions or conditions imposed by 
the Town or by the Department of Environmental Protection. 


Definitions 

Person shall mean any individual, corporation trust, partnership 
or association, or other entity. 

State of Water Supply Emergency shall mean a State of Water 
Supply Emergency declared by the Department of 
Environmental Protection under M.G.L. c.21G. §15-17. 

State of Water Supply Conservation shall mean a State of 
Water Supply Conservation declared by the Town pursuant to 
Section 4 of this bylaw. 

Water Users or Water Consumers shall mean ail public and 
private users of the Town’s public water system, irrespective of 
any person’s responsibility for billing purposes for water used at 
any particular facility. 


Declaration of a State of Water Supply Conservation 


The Town, through its Board of Water Commissioners, may 
declare a State of Water Supply Conservation upon a 
determination by a majority vote of the Board that a shortage of 
water exists and conservation measures are appropriate to 
ensure an adequate supply of water to all water consumers. 
Public notice of a State of Water Conservation shail be given 
under Section 6 of this bylaw before it may be enforced. 


Restricted Water Uses 

A declaration of a State of Water Supply Conservation shall 
include one or more of the following restrictions, conditions, or 
requirements limiting the use of water as necessary to protect 
the water supply. The applicable restrictions, condition or 
requirements shall be included in the public notice required 
under Section 6. 
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a. Odd/Even Day Outdoor Watering Outdoor watering by water users 
with odd numbered addresses is restricted to odd numbered days. 
Outdoor watering by water users with even numbered addresses is 
restricted to even numbered days. 


b. Outdoor Watering Ban Outdoor watering is prohibited. 


c. Outdoor Watering Hours Outdoor watering is permitted only during 
daily periods of low demand, to be specified in the declaration of a 
State of Water Supply Conservation and public notice thereof. 


d. Filling Swimming Pools Filling of swimming pools is prohibited. 


e. Automatic Sprinkler Use The use of automatic sprinkler systems is 


prohibited. 
Section 6 Public Notification of a State of Water Supply Conservation;

Notification of DEP 

Notification of any provision, restriction, requirement or 
condition imposed by the Town as part of a State of Water 
Supply Conservation shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the Town, or by such other means 
reasonably calculated to reach and inform all users of water of 
the State of Water Supply Conservation. Any restrictions 
imposed under Section 5 shall not be effective until such 
notification is provided. Notification of the State of Water 
Supply Conservation shall also be simultaneously provided to 
the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection. 


Termination of a State of Water Supply Conservation; Notice 
A State of Water Supply Conservation may be terminated by a 


majority vote of the Board of Water Commissioners, upon a 
determination that the water supply shortage no longer exists. 
Public notification of the termination of a State of Water Supply 
Conservation shall be given in the same manner required by 
Section 6. 


State of Water Emergency; Compliance with DEP Orders 
Upon notification to the public that a declaration of a State of 


Water Supply Emergency has been issued by the Department 
of Environmental Protection, no person shall violate any 
provision, restriction, requirement, condition of any order 
approved or issued by the Department intended to bring about 
an end to the State of Emergency.

Penalties 

Any person violating this bylaw shall be liable to the Town of 
Orange Water Department in the amount of $50.00 for the first 
violation and $100 for each subsequent violation which shall 
inure to the Town for such uses as the Board of Water 
Commissioners may direct. Fines shall be recovered by 
indictment, or through the collection process, or on complaint 
before the District Court, or by non-criminal disposition in 
accordance with section 21D of Chapter 40 of the General 
Laws. Each day of violation shall constitute a separate offense. 


Enforcement 
This bylaw will be enforced by the Orange Water Department 
and the Orange Police Department. 


Severability 


This invalidity of any portion or provision of this bylaw shall not 
invalidate any other portion or provision thereof.

The 2008 Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


On behalf of the Orange Elementary School Committee, I hereby submit the 
Superintendent of School’s annual report. This report represents the second half of 
FY 2008 and the first half of FY 2009. 


Finances, Economics, Chapter 70 and Education Reform 


The past few years have really challenged our capacity to provide as full a range 
of educational, academic, and social programs throughout our schools. In the Spring, 
The Town of Orange Finance Committee, Select Board and Administrator announced a 
significant reduction in Town department budgets to offset the reduction in both 
revenues and state aid. In addition, there was another budget reduction in late August in 
order to balance the town’s financial situation given a more accurate understanding of 
revenues and expenses. The result of both of these cuts was an approximate reduction 
of $425,000.00 in the school budget. Once again the Orange Elementary Schools were 
attempting to provide a full complement of academic and social services, comply with 
the mandates of No Child Left Behind and a myriad of other regulations, and respond to 
the increasing needs of children with fewer funds. It is a continuing testimony to the 
excellence, dedication and perseverance of staff and administration that the quality of 
programs and services remains as excellent as possible. 

A second area of major impact for the town and schools has been the severe 
economic downturn. The apparent economic collapse of financial structures throughout 
the country, and the resulting domino effects on other major industries throughout the 
country have severely lowered the capacity of states and municipalities to continue 
funding programs and services for citizens. In November 2008, Gov Patrick announced 
a $1.4 billion deficit, noting that this figure could climb if the national recession 
continues and state and local revenues drop. At present, all indications point to a 
prolonged national and worldwide recession and the potential for additional reductions 
in the State budget. There is much uncertainty as we look towards budget planning for 
FY 2010. Many scenarios need to be explored, and historic perspectives and models for 
public education in the Commonwealth are being challenged as to their long-term 
viability. 

In this regard, the schools throughout Franklin County have been studying 
models and possibilities for improved efficiencies of services. There have been two 
studies conducted relative to improved efficiencies of services, and the organizational 
structures of school districts. Phase I of the work of the Franklin County group focused 
on a series of 20+ recommendations for improved efficiencies, including the 
reformation of the Franklin County Educational Collaborative. Greater study by area 
Superintendents has illustrated that many of the recommendations in the Phase I study 
are currently being implemented, but further work is also underway for the purpose of 
improving the economic efficiency of our operations. 
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Phase II of the work will be dealing with the organizational structures of school 
districts in Franklin County. The Superintendent’s group, with the assistance of 
Greenfield Community College and the Franklin COG has been assessing models for 
greater economic savings. Researching the models from other states (Maine, Georgia, 
Illinois, Maryland, and others) does not reveal any savings in either consolidation or 
regionalization of schools. In many situations, there is a later increase in central office 
expenses because of the growing costs associated with regionalization. In the most 
recent study, The Effectiveness, Value, and Importance of Small Districts led by 
Dr. Nick Young, small school districts can be shown to be both the most economically 
efficient while also providing the most effective education programs for children. The 
administration and staff of the Orange Elementary School District will continue to 
develop and provide the most effective academic and social programs for all our 
children. 


Grants are a vital component to our overall education service model. Schools 
have become dependent on grants as a source of funds for many staff positions. 
Unfortunately, appropriations for FY 2006, FY 2007, FY 2008 & FY 2009 were 
disappointing in terms of the legislative commitment to these special programs. 

Community Partnership Grant — This grant funds most of the operating budget 
for Discovery Depot Preschool, as well as daycare services for qualifying children in 
private day care centers. The Community Partnership for Children also offered a 
special summer program for children entering kindergarten, additional workshops for 
pre-school parent/guardians, and submitted a number of additional grant applications to 
expand services for children and their families. Funds were reduced by over $20,000 in 
the past fiscal year, in addition to another $20,000 reduction in FY 2005. Increased 
costs and mandates required continued reductions. We are funded at approximately 
$150,000 and will require utilizing district funds to maintain the excellent services we 
have historically provided. 

Focus Special Education Grant — Funded salaries, materials, consultants and 
professional development programs for Special Education services for children and 
their families. 

Title | Grant - Funded salaries and materials to provide supplemental services in 
reading and mathematics, OASIS after school tutoring, and other special programs. In 
FY 2003 this grant totaled approximately $312,000. In FY 2004 it was reduced to 
approximately $279,000. . Current FY 2009 funds are $136,653.00. These are the 
major source of funds for NCLB. 

Quality Kindergarten Grant — Funded a sixth kindergarten class and provided 
additional time for kindergarten aides in the other classrooms. 

Title II — Improving Educator Quality Grant — Funded teacher and aide position 
as well as some professional development activities. 

McKinney-Vento Homeless Education Grant — Provides for a Home-to-School 
Liaison for the purpose of improving education services and outreach to children and 
their families. The grant in FY 2009 was funded for $30,000. 

21° Century Community Learning Centers - This grant constitutes a major 
addition to our services for children and families in Fisher Hill and Dexter Park 
Schools. The Orange Elementary Schools will be receiving $80,000/year for five years 
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to provide after-school and enrichment activities for children. By offering these 
services on a fee-basis, we can also plan for the sustaining of these activities and 
programs. 

ASOST Grant — Obtained during the current fiscal year, this grant will fund 
after-school and summer programs for Butterfield School children, thus allowing our 
district to offer after-school programs for all our children. 

EOHHS Grant — Currently in its third year, funds provide for greater 
collaboration with area mental health agencies and state agencies to support families. 

In addition, there were a number of smaller grants that provided funding for 
such concerns as professional development, summer programs, technology projects, 
Safe & Drug Free Schools activities, Special Education Training and support, and early 
childhood. 

Grant writing, managing and record keeping continue to be an ever growing and 
challenging necessity of the schools. We need to find ways to employ an individual to 
increase the district’s capability of securing and managing additional grant funds. Both 
the state and federal legislatures are reducing and/or eliminating a number of grant 
funds. Many of these programs fund staff positions that are essential to maintain the 
fine quality of educational service that is a trademark of the Orange Elementary 
Schools. Future goals for grant directions include after-school and summer activities 
for children and their families, additional counseling and support services, and further 
multi-district funding based on the needs of North Quabbin school districts. 


Curriculum & Professional Development 


Continuing efforts by staff and administration to improve our instructional 
programs, particularly in mathematics, writing and reading, were most noticeable. 
Through the partnership established in the Spring of 2007 with Bay State Reading 
Institute, our district is entering into a formal partnership to improve our instructional 
capabilities in reading and writing instruction. This intensive professional development 
partnership will better identify the strengths and needs of all children. Having almost 
100% participation of teachers from the onset has provided a strong indication of the 
continued commitment of teachers, administration, and staff. We are already seeing 
strong improvements in reading and writing with children in our second year of the 
implementation, professional development, and assessment phase. 

Results of the MCAS mathematics scores indicate the need for improvement in 
student achievement. The incorporation of computation curriculum and mathematics 
understanding is a long process. The introduction of the Investigations and Connected 
Math Programs K-6 is a multi-year process. FY 2008 marked the third year of devoting 
time and resources to Professional Development for staff and administration. The 
faculty and administration is to be commended for their continued efforts and energy to 
improve our instructional practices. Several activities throughout the year were 
dedicated to the continued professional development of staff in mathematics. 
Improving math understanding while continuing to provide a strong foundational base 
in computation is a challenge for teachers everywhere. Staff throughout the district has 
participated in a series of related training activities to achieve this goal. As a district, 
we are doing more forma! analysis (TestWiz) of MCAS results and focusing our 
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professional development and instructional activities on student achievement and 
instructional proficiency, 


Staff also received training in other important areas of classroom management 
strategies including Inclusion strategies, Autism, Anger management, Trauma, Learning 
disabilities discussion and strategies, and regular education/special education 
connections. We are also focusing more attention on Early Childhood and the strengths 
and needs of children entering our schools. 

Efforts continue by Art, Music, Health and Physical Education and classroom 
teachers to integrate curricula. The focus this year is on special project areas, and 
curriculum integration. 

We also spent time on the alignment of Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks 
in Science and Social Studies with our instructional programs. Professional 
Development continues to be a major focus in our schools. Faculty and staff are 
provided with numerous opportunities to participate in workshops, seminars and 
courses in a variety of areas, as they continue to work on their individual professional 
development plans. It is a pleasure to be a part of such a committed and dedicated 
group of educators. And, student achievement is on the rise! 


Personnel 


We had a number of retirements in FY 2008. Bonnie Hogdgon, Dan Shafer, 
Carole Woodcock, and Debbie Kent retired from teaching positions. Sherri Fiske 
retired after many years of developing and managing our Food Service Program. Their 
dedication, expertise, commitment to children and support for all staff will be sorely 
missed. The Orange Elementary Schools have been extremely fortunate to have so 
many staff devote their energy and expertise on behalf of the children of Orange. 

Budget reductions also forced our district not to renew some contracts — a very 
unfortunate situation that is, hopefully, not a prelude of the future. 

New hires for the 2008 — 2009 school year included Jennifer Haggerty, Principal 
Fisher Hill School, Benjamin Herk, 5" Grade, Cheryl Momaney, Speech and Language, 
Melissa Brown, OT/PT, Kerry Gibson, OT/PT, and Kjersten Kuhlman, After-School 
Coordinator. 

With the continuation of a Teacher Education Program — Bridges to the Future — 
in our schools, we had about 10 Masters in Education/Teaching Interns working in our 
schools. 


Maintenance 


Maintenance of the buildings continues as a priority as well as the necessity for 
sound facilities’ planning and upkeep. Some of our projects included: 

- Repair and replacement of basketball courts at Butterfield playground. 

- Formal annual maintenance contracts with service corporations. 

-Repair of heating systems and air handling systems. 

-We have worked closely with Orange Town Hall management, the Highway, 
Fire, Police, Inspection and other town departments to maintain our schools as best we 
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can. Some of the concerns were safety, access, and security related. We added a new 
access drive to complete a fully paved circle around the Fisher Hill and Dexter Park 
site. We want to thank David Frye and his entire crew, as well as our Town 
Administrator, Rick Kwiatkowski for their continued help. 

-The Schools and Town entered into a new agreement with Verizon to upgrade 
our Internet service capacity. 

- During this time, the MSBA (Massachusetts School Building Authority) began 
the development of new guidelines and regulations for school construction in 
Massachusetts. They have begun to finally fund projects throughout the State and are 
determining criteria for prioritizing new projects. 


Much thanks and credit should be extended to the custodians in our schools. 
They take great pride in our facilities and continue to acquire more skills and 
knowledge concerning the operation of the equipment and facilities. We will benefit 
long-term from their dedication and commitment. 


Community Involvement and Support 


The Orange Elementary Schools are very fortunate to be part of the greater 
Orange Community. The PTO continues to be extremely supportive of the staff and 
children, tireless in their fundraising and special events to raise money for educational 
and social experiences for children and their families. The annual Craft Fair is only one 
of the many excellent activities for the schools and community. Staff and children send 
their thanks to the entire PTO and the co-leadership of Chante Jillson and Lisa Parker. 
and the entire PTO committee. 

Parents and community members support and participate in a variety of school 
programs. The events range from the Ellis Island simulation and trip, to Community 
Reading Day, to classroom volunteers, to the Thanksgiving Feast, to winter basketball 
leagues. We are especially indebted to parents, grandparents, relatives and community 
friends who attend and support our school programs and performances. 

We also received support from the University of Massachusetts Athletic 
Department and were able to bring 500 students and adults to basketball games on 
campus. We will be benefiting from their generosity again this year. 


The schools also benefit from the support from other town departments. The 
police department provides DARE Officer and School Resource Officer Chad Softic. 
Officers Ajo and Clay Rushford sponsor a fire safety program. Sargeant John Bartus, 
from Emergency Management, works with our schools on safety and evacuation 
procedures. The Fire Department worked with the schools on fire drills and fire safety 
procedures in school and home. David Frye and the Highway Department have assisted 
the schools in a number of smaller projects. Town Hall supports all employees with 
any questions and concerns. The building and health inspectors are always assisting our 
schools and school personnel when needed. 

Under the leadership of Town Administrator, Rick Kwiatkowski, there is a 
strong integration of resources and services for emergency health and safety planning 
throughout the community and the greater North Quabbin region. 
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School Committee 


The School Committee is very committed to the well being of the children of 
Orange, and should be highly commended for their dedication to the community. The 
task and charge of continuing to provide a high level of educational services with 
reduced resources is an even greater challenge for now and the immediate future. The 
members of the School Committee serve in a non-paid capacity and commit their 
energies, dedication and many hours to the tasks of educating all our children. Their 
work with the school community personifies the Town of Orange’s strong sense of 
community and community spirit.

making changes in the current school district organizational structure. 

e Established a study committee that investigated and issued a final report with 
recommendations to the Mahar Regional School District Committee on alternative 
scheduling methods to accommodate the needs of student at all developmental 
levels. 

e Developed and implemented a structure of ongoing communication with K-6 
feeder schools which allowed our district to focus on articulation and coordination 
of curriculum, transition issues and programming needs. 


GRANTS 


The efforts of staff members have resulted in the District receiving Grants totaling 
$456,256 (an increase of 35.4% more than previous year) for the 2008-2009 school year. 
This has allowed for programs and services to be implemented that otherwise would not be 
funded. Some examples of the federal and state grants are as following: 


Title I-A Improving Educator Quality ($41,794) 


The purpose of this grant program is to increase student achievement through reduction of 
the class size and comprehensive district initiatives that focus on the preparation, training, 
recruitment, and retention of highly qualified educators. These initiatives should be aligned 
with Massachusetts' reform efforts and should help districts meet the NCLB goals and 
requirements for highly qualified teachers, instructional paraprofessionals in Title I 
targeted assistance and school wide programs, and high-quality professional development. 
The goal is to improve the overall quality of all educators, including administrators, within 
the district. 


Title II-D - Enhancing Education Through Technology ($1,948) 


This federal grant program is intended to help districts improve student achievement 
through the use of technology in their schools. Also, it is designed to assist students in 
becoming technologically literate by the end of eighth grade. Lastly, it encourages high 
quality professional development that uses research-based instructional strategies to 
integrate technology effectively into the instruction. 


Federal Special Education Entitlement P.L. 94-142 ($197,444) 
The salaries of the Home/School Liaison Counselor, one Special Education Teacher, and a 


Special Education Paraprofessional were paid through this grant. Some classroom 
instructional supplies were purchased. 


Special Education — Program Improvement ($2,700) 
This state entitlement grant supports education for students who are challenged by the 


traditional learning environment. Professional development for the maintenance of the 
Integrated Learning Center AM and PM programs were funded by this grant.

Title I ($181,385) 

Title I, as reauthorized under the No Child Left Behind Act of 2001, provides resources to 
local school districts to assist low achieving students in high poverty schools to meet the 
state's challenging academic standards. 


Title 1V Safe and Drug Free Schools ($4,153) 
The purpose of this federal grant is to support programs that prevent violence in and 


around schools; prevent illegal use of alcohol, tobacco, and drugs; involve parents and 
communities; and coordinate with related federal, state, school, and community efforts 
and resources to foster a safe and drug-free learning environment that supports student 
achievement. 


Schools and Libraries Universal Service E-Rate ($14,432) 

The funding from this source was used to support the Virtual High School program. Five 
students participated in this program and successfully took courses such as Irish Literature, 
Nuclear Physics, Astronomy, Advanced Chemistry, Music, and Flash Animation and 
Graphics Design. In addition, the funding from this also helped in support of the 
communication tool called Connect-Ed. 


Special Education Department MCAS Grant ($12,400) 


The funding is utilized to implement an innovative after school MCAS preparation 
program for seventy students identified based on individual needs in the Class of 2010 who 
will be taking the MCAS in the spring 2008. Other funds will be made available for 
students who have yet to earn a competency determination by passing the English and 
Language Arts or Mathematics portion of previous MCAS examinations. 


PERSONNEL 


Both in an effort to sustain the progress that Mahar Regional School District has made and 
to provide our children the best education possible, I have challenged our administration to 
recruit and hire the most qualified employees. It is my pleasure to welcome these “highly 
qualified” and outstanding individuals into our school community this year: 


We are very pleased to have the following new faculty and staff members joining the 
Mahar family: Christopher Bailey, English Teacher; Robert Broussard, Alternative 
Education Teacher: Michael Dettorre, Math Teacher; Eric Dion, Guidance Counselor; 
Robin Dion, Health Teacher; Karrie Hammond, High School Secretary; Jamie Lewinski, 
High School ELL/English Teacher; Kyle Magoffin, Physical Education Teacher; Richard 
Pavlick, Middle School Science Teacher; Christine Perham, Math/Science Teacher; 
Meghan Stone, Academic Paraprofessional; Jillian Sullivan, Special Education Teacher; 
and Nicholas Wisniewski, Middle School Math Teacher 


In hiring these individuals the central office, high school and middle school administration 
reviewed more than 300 applications and interviewed close to 100 candidates. It was 
flattering to me that so many educational professionals selected Ralph C. Mahar as a 
district of choice. It is also flattering to me that families continue to choose Ralph C. 
Mahar for their children — understanding that they could choose other educational options. 
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An analysis of the operations of the Special Education Department and the Student 
Services Department revealed that Guidance Counselors and Special Education Staff often 
deal with the same constituencies in an effort to improve academic, social and emotional 
success for our students. To create efficiencies focused on meeting the needs of our 
students and their families, these two departments are now merged under the title of 
Student Support Services Department. 


NEW PARTNERSHIPS 
CAPS Educational Collaborative 


We are pleased to announce that the CAPS Educational Collaborative has selected the 
Ralph C. Mahar Regional School as the new location for their Horizons II program. This 
program services the educational needs of students with multiple disabilities. Currently 
three of the five students in this program are residents of Orange, MA. Prior to the 
existence of this program on the campus of Ralph C. Mahar Regional these students would 
travel to and from Gardner, MA to attend their specialized educational program. This 
partnership highlights inclusive practices in education as it provides the opportunity for 
children with severe disabilities to be educated in the same location as their same aged 
peers. 


Communities Collaborative 


The Student Support Services Department has worked closely with The Communities 
Collaborative, Inc. in Orange, MA. This organization was created by the extremely 
generous grant funding of local individuals who looked to increase support for families, 
children, and adolescents in our area. I would like to use this annual report as an 
opportunity to recognize this outstanding collaboration. It has served to bridge home and 
school in the creation of innovative hybrid educational programs for our students with 
extensive needs. 


Dual Enrollment 


Our students are now offered more opportunities for learning outside of the regular school 
environment. In accordance with The Readiness Project as introduced in 2008 by 
Governor Deval Patrick, I am looking forward to increased opportunities for our students 
to participate in dual enrollment with local colleges and universities. As a first step all 
Ralph C. Mahar 10", 11", and 12™ graders have been offered the opportunity to take the 
Accuplacer examination. This assessment provides students valuable information about 
their own readiness to enter a college program. Students who score in the appropriate 
range may then enroll in classes at Mount Wachusett Community College, Greenfield 
Community College, and/or other area colleges in which college credits are earned while 
they remain high school students. 
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STUDENT DROPOUT 


According to the data released by the Massachusetts Board of Education in regard to 
student dropout, Ralph C. Mahar Regional High School’s student dropout rate has 
decreased to 0.6% which is a historical improvement from 7.1% since 2002. 


CURRICULUM AND LEARNING 


In January 2008, we opened the Integrated Learning Center. This alternative high school 
program has been successful in meeting the academic needs of high school students who 
are not traditional learners. The AM Program is characterized by full-time students who 
require specific programming to support cooperative peer to peer, and peer to adult 
relationships. This is accomplished through a level system which provides clearly 
identified rewards and consequences for varying student behaviors. 


The Integrated Learning Center Afternoon Instruction Program strives to provide the best 
education possible within a minimal amount of time. Students enrolled in the Afternoon 
Instruction Program attend classes for two hours each day with the signed understanding 
that this academic program includes a 20 hour work week in which students earn career 
credits. This program allows students the flexibility to gain valuable work experience 
while pursing their high school diplomas. 


Ralph C. Mahar Regional High School has been ranked as one of America's Best High 
School, according to the U.S. News & World Report. 


It is with delight that I announce that Ralph C. Mahar Regional School has been named 
one of the top 500 high schools of more than 21,000 United States Public High Schools, 
according to the US News & World Report. This distinction is based on exceptional 
performance on state tests (MCAS) and Advanced Placement (AP) scores when juxtaposed 
to the demographic make up of our student body. This award is a testament to the hard 
work of our administration and staff and their dedication to the students and families who 
make up the Mahar Regional School District.

2008 Annual Report to Towns 


We submit this annual report for 2008 on behalf of the Franklin County Technical School District and 
its administration, faculty, staff and students. 


Total enrollment as of October 1, 2008 was 517 students with town breakouts as follows:

Franklin County Technical School awarded 135 diplomas to our seniors in June of 2008. This marked 
the seventh year that Massachusetts students were required to pass the MCAS in order to receive a 
high school diploma. Once again our students were very successful in meeting this high academic 
standard. The graduates also earned their vocational certificate along with their diploma. 42% of our 
graduates planned to go on to either a two or four year college, 35% joined the area work force, 1% 
planned to join the military, 11% went on to a post secondary trade/technical school, and 11% were 
unsure as to which of the above options they would pursue. We are proud of the accomplishments of 
the Class of 2008. 


All schools in the Commonwealth are required by the federal No Child Left Behind Act (NCLB) to 
meet or exceed specific student performance standards in English/language arts, mathematics and 
beginning with the Class of 2010, science also. The Franklin County Technical School is proud to note 
that it met these adequate yearly progress determinations for the 2007 — 2008 school year. 


During 2008, the students from various vocational programs performed a variety of service projects 
benefiting the city of Greenfield and many of our member towns. We plan to continue supplying our 
constituent towns with these services as they offer both the ideal learning laboratory for our students as | 
well as an opportunity to contribute back to the communities that have supported us so well over the 
years. A small sample of recent projects include a sign for the Bernardston Public Library, a scoring | 
table for the Greenfield High School Booster’s Club, a timber frame boathouse for the town of Orange, 
installation of classroom projectors in Whately, Sunderland and Deerfield elementary schools and the | 
restoration and painting of numerous municipal vehicles for the town of Montague. Students from | 
many shop areas also routinely assist our building maintenance department, supplying services that 
would otherwise be contracted to outside agencies. 


We are in the final stages of a performance contract with the Energy Service Company (ESCO), | 
Siemens Building Technologies, Inc. This project included the installation of energy efficient lighting | 
and sensors, the conversion to high efficiency natural gas-fired boilers and roof top units for heating | 
and ventilation, the sealing of the building envelope, and the installation of energy saving controllers | 
for our computer network and the walk-in coolers/freezers along with a state-of-the-art energy | 
management system to ensure our ability to maximize our savings throughout the life of these new | 
systems. We are pleased to share that this five million dollar project has been completed without any | 
capital request to our member towns. The cost of the project will be covered from the money saved in | 
our utilities budget, ensuring a net zero impact on our overall operating budget. We have since fielded | 
inquiries from many local municipalities and hosted visits from two school districts who are also } 
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keenly interested in performance contracting as the only viable means of addressing the issue of aging 
mechanical systems in the current economic climate. 


Our application for a $35,000 competitive grant from the Massachusetts Technology Collaborative was 
successful. The grant funds will allow us to acquire both solar thermal and photovoltaic training 
equipment as well as additional resources to enable further development of curriculum to be used to 
establish a Solar Energy Training Program. These funds will also be used to supplement the renewable 
energy component of a required junior year science course. We believe that renewable energy 
systems are here to stay and we intend to be the premier site in Franklin County for the training of 
technicians needed to install and maintain these systems. 


We continue to work with Greenfield Community College to offer evening courses at Franklin County 
Technical School. We offer an after-school program in conjunction with GCC that enables our seniors 
to experience the college environment first hand while obtaining three college credits. We also offer 
an EMT basic course for six college credits during the school day to our seniors in our Health 
Technology program. Six of our classroom instructors are upgrading their skills by taking the new 
renewable coursework offered at GCC. These new skill sets will translate to additional opportunities 
for their students to earn college level credits while attending Franklin County Tech. 


| We also continue to work with Franklin County businesses, the Regional Employment Board and the 
Franklin County Chamber of Commerce to make sure that our graduates are part of the economic 
development for Franklin County. 

We thank each and every citizen of Franklin County for your continued support.
